In claim 41 , line 1 , delete "claim 41 " and insert therefor -claim 40--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendment distinguishes over Lemanczyk which fails to teach the non-delayed alkaline 
buffer of the present invention. The claims also distinguish over Hanlon (4524829), 
which teaches the use of an alpha-hydroxy carboxylic acid as a delaying agent in a 
zirconium crosslinked derivatized guar gel, but fails to teach the use of natural guar.
